Up With Current Trends; — 
Customized Cars Latest Fad

Hitchin’ Post,’’ has undergone the modernization treat- 
ment lately. Originally planned to instruct the boys in 
the art of removing dents and restoring autos to their 
first design, the shop is progressing to include “new 


wrinkles” in keeping with current 
trends in the field of customizing. 
In the old days, auto body alter- 
» ations were done only by a special- 
ist in this line, the coach-builder. 
Then, years ago, the Barris bro- 
thers decided to change the lines of 
their cars to differ from the usual 
models. Soon this idea became a 
fad throughout Southern Califor- 
nia. 
_, Now new terms are added con- 
cerning the modern motor car. 
Mainly, there are four categories 
in which-a car may be placed. 
. Four Classifications 
First there is the ‘“‘stock’’ car, 
‘ which is one that is in the same 
condition that it was when it came 
off the production line. Next, the 
“standard,” which is the term ap- 
plied te a car that has been nosed 
and decked. Third comes the 
“modified custom” which has been 
more freely treated than the stan- 
dard, in that it may have frenched 
héadlights, molded seams, and 
numerous other items to enhance 
its appearance. Last we have the 
“true custom” or re-styled car 
which starts with usually chopping 
the top or sectioning the body and 
ends just short of virtualjy rede- 
signing the whole body. ~ 
Many of the students are using 
the: facilities of our body shop to 
practice this fine art on their cars. 
One example was Pete Borkenha- 
gen’s ’50 Woc, that he rework- 
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ed last year here on the campus. 
You may remember it as the “‘Leo- 
pard car” because it has so many 
different colors. of primer on it. 
Another classic illustration of 
painstaking work is Richard Ike- 
mi’s 1953 Merc which has had mod- 
erate, but beautiful work done on 
it both inside and out.
